Tokyo Takes Thought 
Last week Japan changed her Cabinet— 
but not, from the point of view of other 
nations, for the better. More than half 
the members of ier Parliament had ex- 
pressed their lack of confidence m General 
Abe's Government, which, as a result, 
decided to retire in good order. 
Apparently, the members had no com- 
plaint to make against its major policies 
the conduct, for example, of the Chinese 
war or its relations with foreign Powers; 
their criticisins were levied. against its 
handling of domestic affairs. General 
place now has been taken by 
Admiral Yonai; the Foreign Minister, the 
notorious Mr. Arita, remains; the only 
change has been the inclusion of a couple 
of Ministers who will restore the country's 
finances to a sounder condition. News 
from Japan is scarce and well censored; 
and it had been hoped that the new 
Cabinet would show itself of a less belli- 
cose disposition than its predecessor ; but 


United States has summed-up the situa- 
tion already. During the week-end 
Senator Key Pittman, Chairman of the 
Senate’s Foreign Relations Committee, 
issued a straight warning to Admiral 
Yonai and his colleagues.

Virtually no progress 
has been made for months past. Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek is not doing much —on 
paper—but he is known to be creating a 
huge reservoir of trained men behind the 
lines, who will be hurled upon the 
Japanese invaders when they show the 
first sign of weakness. Japan knows that, 
at the best, the war must drag on for 
many years. That is why her diplomatists 
are straining every sinew. to establish a 
puppet Government in China, and thus to 
disrupt: the enemy from within. A short 
while ago they persuaded Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei, an apostate member of the 
Kuomintang and a follower of Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek, to use his influence for 
tho creation of such a Government. Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei has communicated with 
the Marshal, suggesting that he should 
make peace with Japan on terms which 
were offered by the Japanese Prince 
Konoye last month. The offer, and the 
terms, were rejected out of hand, on the 
ground that they amounted to a 
Nationalist surrender, and the domination 
of China by the Japanese. It would not 
be altogether . surprising, however, if 
these: terms had been offered on the 
bargaining system—if the J apanese, in 
short, hope that they will open the way 
to an agreement less profitable to them- 
selves and more easily. acceptable to the 
Chinese. . i á 2 
If Nationalist China has rejected the 
offer, at least one other nation has been 
quick to show on which side its e 
lie. Count Ciano, the Foreign Minister 
of Italy, has sent his best wishes to Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei—an action which probably 
is designed to create an illusion that the 
Rome-Berlin-Tokyo “ triangle still exists, 
rather than because the Italian people 
have any liking for Japan or her Chinese 
campaign—although Japan, after all, was 
nicer than most nations to Italy during 
the ‘‘sanctions’’ crisis. In ‘effect, Italy 
has recognised the Government which Mr. 
Wang hopes to establish—without, as we 
think, any great prospect of success. It is 
hinted, too, that the Soviet Union has 
lost some of its old affection for the 
Chinese Nationalist cause, and would be 
glad to find itself on better terms with the 
Japanese: so much, at least, observers 
have ‘inferred from the» fact that the 
Moscow Press more often talks of the 
„Chinese people” than of ‘Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek in these days. There is, 
of course, no reason why the Russians 
should not swallow all their professions 
and make friends with the J apanese : 
nothing would be surprising, after their 
alliance with National Socialism. Such 
a concordat would represent a real triumph 
for the anti-democratic forces, since Japan, 
even in her weakened condition, would be 
a far more useful friend to Germany than 
the Russians, who have been discredited 
by their failure in Finland. On the other 
hand, it would strengthen the partiality 
of the United States for the democratic 
cause, and easily might bring her into the 
war on the side of Great Britain and 
France. America is anxious to keep 
herself clear of war in Europe, but she 
cannot afford to overlook the ‘smallest 
threat from Japan, glass

The 
Minister for Industry and Commerce has 
promised that the interests of the con- 
sumer will be safeguarded, in so far as 
they can be safeguarded, by Government 
action; in other words, profiteering will 
not be tolerated. Irish goods, therefore, 
ought to be purchased to the maximum 
extent, and every possible. penny ‘ought to 
be saved.

As soon as speculators had turned 
their profits into cash the market steadied 
and showed a tendency to recover, especially 
when the political tension in the Low 
Countries of Europe showed some relaxation 
As stated on a previous occasion the under- 

ing tone of markets generally is very firm, 
mainly because there is a fairly constant in- 
vestment demand to meet which the supply of 
stock is not always sufficient, as there is so 
little sellmg by real holders. Frequently, 
indeed, buying orders cannot be executed 
until stock come in from a deceased estate. 
Home Railway Ordinary Stocks displayed some 
weakness recently, chiefly because of the 
delay in reaching an agreement regarding 
Government compensation, but the annouce- 
ment that the full dividends will be paid on 
the two London and North Eastern 4 per 
cent. Guaranteed Stocks helped the market. 
In this section also the reaction in prices was 

due to realisations by speculators, and 
if thie process leads to a healthier specula- 
tive position it is to be welcomed. 


BANKING EXPANSION

tion of an expanding business of the leading
